o teain, which leaped to such a sud-
den and such a complote and utter destruce
tion, was tho fast passanger and mail train
which left Salispury for Ashevilio over the
Western North Caoling road this moroing nt
1 o'clock, Tne train was composed of a
baggigo oar, exprass car, mail car, st and
second clags cars and a sleeper,

1t mot its fearful fate on tho high brdge
over Third creok, two miles west of Water-
ville, The bridgo was bullt years ugo of
solid masonry, It is ninety feet hieh and is
arched for the passing of wagons in the romd-
way beneath, as well ns for the waters of the
creek. It ls as safe as a brldgo could be—
in fact a track on solid ground would ve
no safor, Trains, therefore, don't sluck
speed upon approachine it,  The fated train
was running at the rate of forty miles an
hour when it approachad the bridge,

Gap in the Ruls,
In the conter of the bridege thera was a gap
in the gleaming line of ralls, The engine
struclk the gip, gave a great bound, and tell
down lnto space, Along with it went overy
ear in the train one after another with theie
human loads, erashing upon the bard ground
pinely feet Lelow,

The engine struck the ground first and
then upon it cume one ear nfter another with

one pile, Down under it were the torn and
mangled bodies of the erew and unfortunite
pasaengers, The great high bridge ap-
parently vremained intact, but the rails were
torn up sud the edges of the stones were
knockea oft where the faulling cars had come
In contaet with it

At doylight 100 willing people from the
surrounding favms were helping to remove
the wreekagoe and deaw out the bodles of the
doad. It was a terrible scene. The debris
of the cnrs wus piled mountain high, 1t
soomed, in the utmost confusion. In the fall
the Pullman car bad leaped over all the
others, whirling through the air and striking
the ground, with termble effect, sway io
front of where theengine loy. It was mashed
ny one would crush an egg vy throwlug it
against n stone wall.

Fromtho debris of the passeager ears bodies
were brought out mangled inall sorts of
ways, only two or three bodies belng broaght
out intact, The bodies woro ranged in a row
on tho hitlside ready to be sent to Statesville,

The conductor was badly burt, but he
eobbled to Stateaville and gave vews of the
whreck.

Three lndies 1t the first class car were
killed, nnd everyone in tha slecplog car meb
denth, not a living soul escapimg.

Twenty passengers were killed outright,
nine sorlousiy wounded and about twaonty
badly brulsea and shaken up. The scene at
the wreck beggnrs description.

was dismal, and, to add to tho norror of the
situntion, the water in the creok was up, It

7 ok only through the most heroie efforts of

thoso who had hurrled to the seene of the
wrech that the injured were not drowned.

The necidont was caused by the spreading
of the ralls, The bridge was not Injured and
triins avo runniog oo schedule time, Twonty
dead bodies mro now lying in & warehousoe at
Statesville, The injured nre baving tho best
of care ot private vresidences anda hotels,

The easunlties may vench forty, as it Is not
believed that all the bodles hove boen taken
out.

Tervible Experience of Captain An-
drows on His Foolhaedy Trip.

AxTweEnr, Aue, 27.—The Briush steamer
Elbruiz arrived from  Baltimore today. On
boura wns Captain Androws, of the docy
Mermald, whieh sailed from Boston some
time ngo on & trans-Atlnntie rico with the
dory Sea Serpent, which was safled by Cap-
tain Linwler. The Sea Serpeat arvived at
Liznrd Point August 5,

Captaln Andrews becamo  exhausted in
mnloecan and when the opportunity offered
nbandoned the race.

Claptain Andarews was anterviewed on his
arvival at Antwerp,  He said he had good
wenther until thirty-five days out of Hoston,
when i storm compelicd him to reof his suits
and allow his bont to go beforo the wind,
The Mermaid advanced very slowly.

On Apgist 16 a térrible wave (illea the
Mermuid with several ineches of water. Tne
samo  day he mot the steamor Stag from
Shiolds and prottod oy a lull to emnty his
boat of the water and pot everything io
order,

On the next day the tempest broke out
with renewed violence, A wave capsizod the
bont und Captiin Andrews, who was in the
cibin, thought lhe was lost. He praved
to God, *“For the sake of my family
give me another chance and I shall stop
this business.’ He managed to open tho
hateh anda  swimming  round the vessel
climbed upon the keel.  There he clung by o
rope for un hour when the vessel was vighted,
but everytbing had bBeen lost, He closed
himself in the eabin, lighted the lamp Lo
warm his hands, and remained the whole
night dripping wet. He pnssed two deys and
nights in the samo way and then by lavorving
work put things in pnssable order.  Ho saw i
shark following and harpooned it in the eye,
The atorm coulinued all this time, the wind
blowing with such force that when he opeood
tha nateh the Jittle wind that he respivid
cansed o sound like n big whistle; the lamp
il was also now exhaustod, and being too
fatiguad to keep watoh he lay on the bottomn
of the bont for four days,

On Saturday, the 224, the water was all
goue, On the same day he saw a black point
of smoke on the hovizon, and two hours nfter-
ward he found himself abourd the steamer
Elberuz. Cuptain Andrews asked for ballast
and water, desiring to continue his vovago in
tho Meemaid, but Captain Brown strongly
dissunded him, insisting that he should re-
miin on tho steamer, Captain Brown gave
Captain Andrews the Hest warm food he had
touchied in two months, Captain Aundrews
wus then so feeble thit he could not walk,
and he remained prostrate for two daye,

Captain Andrews, who is only 45 yoars nld,
loolks to bo at least 55 vears old.  Hao declares
that he will never attempt tho voyaze apain,
Fle is @ pinoo maker and hos o wife in Boston
nud several children and grandehildren.

Balmacedans, However, Make the

It is impossible to learn of the pasition and
movoments of tho insurgont army, thoueh
naturally thera are many rumors atloat in
cannection with them, Thora was today a
report to the offect that they haa moyed
agninst Santlago and that the capital had
fallenm ilnto their hunds, This is not true,
however, The roport that they have talken
up A strong position on the hills above the
race course at Vina Del Mar i3 much moro
provable, Tt is wot improbable also that they
had reccived some arcession of strength
since they fouight theler way down the const
from Quintero bag, as thera ia no question
thut the revolution has many sympnathizors
in the provines of Vaiparaiso,

It Is not regurcded within  the range of pos-
sipillties that the insurgeats will muake sn
attack on the woverdinent forcos for a whilo
yetat all events,

Strengthening His Position

While the movement of the rebals is a good
deal u matter of conjecture, there is no doubt
but thut President Balmaceda has lost no
time in strengthening his position. Hein.
forcements hoave been constantly arriving
until now he huas within reach fully 20,000
men, il has  established a long line of de-
fense reacling from Vina Del Mar to Piac-
cilla, and which it would be almost impossible
for the forces at the command of General
Canto to break through,

Confidenco is graduslly returningin Valpa-
raiso in consequence of the steength and ais-
pusition of the government forces, and soma
of tha business houses were opencd today for
thu first timesince the appearance of the in-
vading army,

The goveromont army is muach better
aquipped than tho cnomy so far us cavalry is
cuncerned and Balmaceda 1s kept pretty weil
informed of the movoments of the revels by
the cavalry corps which is constantly on the
move,

Stories of Disloyalty.

" The stories that the troops in Balmaceda's
army arve disloval and mutinous are so far as
can e ascertaingd without foundation.

The torpedo boats Almirante and Almi-
rante Lyneh arve coustantly patrolling the
by and keep a shurep lookout to prevent tny
detmonstration on the nart of the josurgent
cruisers, In this they haveso far been sue-
cessful.

From the condition of affairs hero and the
movements of troops it is generally believed
today thut President Balmacedn hins almost
peepared bimsellf for a decisive move, and
tunt possibly tomorrow, and almost certainly
within two days he will attack the revolu-
tioniat army in force arnd endeavor to end the

Balcamedans Tell Their Story.

Wasmisaroy, D, O, Aug. 27.—Senior
Lazean, Chilinn minister at Washington,
today recelved o cablegram trom Valparaiso
dated tho 2th from Aldunate, ministor of
foreign affairs, saving thoat on the 25th the
insurgent army was completely defeated io
Vione Delmar,

“The war s over,"” said Sonor Lazeano,
the Chilian minister, to a reporter, commont-
ing on the cable dispateh recelved from
Chill,  The dispateh was shown to Foster,
one of the Insurzent representatives in this
city. He spid that in case the insurgent
party wus defeated it onlv meant the pro-
longation of the war, as the insurgent force
would be jncreased and thoe dictator fought
to the end, Nothing has been rveceived at
cither the state or navy departments of tne
toported  surrender of the Chilian con-
grossional army.

Story of the Insnrgents,

During the afternoon Mr. Foster, the sec-
retary of the congressional envoy had three
or four disflutehes, dated today, from Min-
ister Lrraseriz at Iquique, which, he thinks,
throws considerable doubton the accurney of
tho report of the survender, These dispatehes
ure adaressed to Me. Montt, the principal
Chillun  envoy, and say that the news 1s fav
orable for the congressional avmy, Its forces
are still advaneing and that the congressionol
party is stiil confluent of the defoat of Bul-
maceda’s army,

Mpr. Evraseriz asks that the report given out
by the agonts of the “dictator” be denied,
The news imparted by Balinaceda's agent at
Boeunos Avres, he also says, is as incorrect ns
that given to the publie by Mr, Vieuna (Mr,
Vicuna has been olocted to succeed Mr, Bul-
muacedn ns president),

The news relervea toas boing glven out at
Bouuos Avres is supposed to bo similur o
thnt received here by the agent of the goy-
ernment. The discrepancy in the date and
the nature of the dispatehes voceived by the
Clhulian minister ana those reccived by M,
Ifostar, coupled with the fact tnnt the United
States government, has received no ofifeinl
nows of the raported suvrender, although it
has representutives in the vicioity, Mr, Fos.
